In order to combat a serious situa­ 
tion arising from a misinterpretation 
i of the word “voluntary” subscription 
to the Red Cross and a desire on the 
part of some citizens of thid' state to 
shift responsibilities on the pretext 
that the war is now over, the Okla­ 
homa State Council of Defense has 
issued the following bulletin to all 
County Councils of Defense: 
Reports have come to this office 
that a certain class of citizens are re­ 
fusing to support the Red Cross Roll 
Cal! on the grounds that the war is 
now over, no one can force them to 
donate to the work and that from 
now on neither the United States of 
America or the army has any Call on 
their time or their money. 
If there are any people of this 
class In your county, it is an appalling 
situation. Eighty thousand men have 
K 
ne to the army and navy from this 
ite. 
One thousand of this num­ 
ber wlU not return. 
Moat of this 
thousand occupy graves in France. 


The others have died in camps in 
America. 
Each one gave his life for I 
the homes and country of these very 
persons who say “don’t bother me 
with any more campaigns.” 
Thou­ 
sands more of Oklahoma men are in 
hospitals in France, recovering from 
wounds which they 
have 
received 
fighting fop; the homes of these same 
persons. Such recovery as they may 
attain will depend! largely upon the 
attention given them by the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross. 
Many more thou­ 
sands are in military camps in 'Amer­ 
ica and Europe, drawing thirty dol­ 
lars a month, sacrificing their time 
and opportunities for those who re­ 
main a t home. ' 
Seventy-nine thousand of Oklaho­ 
ma’s army will return to the stat 
during the next few months. 
It is 
fitting that*they should know who 
are the persons who supported them

It is to be hoped that reports to 
the effect that President Wilson ad­ 
vocates the destrnction of the sur­ 
rendered German warships 
Is 
un­ 
founded. 
We see no reason what­ 
ever way these vessels costing hun­ 
dreds of millions should be sent to 
the bottom of the sea while this coun­ 
try goes forward building other ships 
for its navy. These ships should eith­ 
er be divided among the allied na­ 
tions or else sold and the proceeds 
divided up or else applied on the btl 
for damages that Germany will be 
called on to pay. Surely the allies who 
have stood shoulder to shoulder in the 
long conflict can divide a few war­ 
ships without falling out. 
It would 
be an easy matter to dispose of the 
vessels by sale, for the South Am­ 
erican nations would Jump at the 
chance to buy some of them, and the 
allies themselves could buy them in 
and apply the proceeds on Germany’s 
debts, notably to the devasted reg 
ions of Belgium, France and Serbia.

EGGGS s a CENTS IN DURANT; 
70 CENTS IN OKLAHOMA CITY 


(From Oklahoman.) 
Durant grocers and produce deal­ 
ers were selling butter 
and 
eggs 
cheaper than any other city in Okla­ 
homa yesterday. 
Eggs were being 
sold there for 35 cents a dozen. The 
price of butter varied from 45 to 55 
cents a pound. 
Ada merchants quoted the highest 
prices in the state. 
Eggs wdre sell­ 
ing there at 80 cents a dozen. Cream­ 
ery butter was worth 70 cents and 
country butter 60 cents a pound. 
Oklahoma City grocers were sell­ 
ing eggs at 70 cents a dozen. Butter 
was quoted at 65 cents wholesale and 
YO cents retail. 
Grocers 
said 
the 
profit was 5 cents on 
each 
dozen 
eggs and each pound of butter sold. 
More eggs are expected to be put 
upon the market during

Twenty-six life-terin murderers and 
eighty other convicts sent 
up

terms ranging from I to 25 years for 
manslaughter, robbery, 
arson, 
em­ 
bezzlement, seduction, abduction, as­ 
sault and virtually every other of­ 
fense in the category of crime will 
walk out of the penitentiary at Mc­ 
Alester and the reformatory at Gran­ 
ite today on Christmas pardons, pa­ 
roles and reprieves granted by Gov­ 
ernor Williams. 
In addition there are 175 expira­ 
tion pardons which will become ef­ 
fective, making a total of 281 prison­ 
ers who will say goodbye to prison 
life and return to their homes and 
families. 
Expiration pardons are not in a 
strict sense an extension of execu­ 
tive clemency. They are given a short 
time before the expiration of a sen­ 
tence as a reward for good prison be­ 
havior. In this group, however, is in­ 
cluded all expiration pardons which 
would become effective during Janu 
ary. 
The pardons, paroles and reprieves 
granted by the governor, 
Governor 
Williams, total 106. Of this num­ 
ber eighty-one are paroles, five are 
full and complete pardons, fourteen 
are reprieves and there are six com­ 
mutations of sentences.
